68 (New) A method for monitoring the level of total ketone bodies in a sample of human 

bodily fluid which comprises contacting said sample with a mixture comprising 
the following ingredients: 

a) P-HBD, 

b) NAD, 

c) a nitroprusside or diazonium salt in an amount sufficient to 

(i) react instantaneously with and stabilize acetone in the sample, 

(ii) also react with endogenous acetoacetate in the sample and 
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
